Poor diet 


P articipants in the recent provincial Put Food in the 

Budget initiative found the food bank diet a litde hard to 
stomach. 

The 70 residents from Port Colborne and Wainfleet that took 
part in the three-day challenge had a number of issues with 
the non-perishable food items. 

There was no lack of food, but rather issues involved in 
planning around the diet, not having much in the way of 
choice, working with health-related issues and dealing with 
food very high in sodium content. 

The high sodium content seemed to cause the most 
problems with participants. Headaches and stomach aches 
were not uncommon during the three-day challenge. 

Intestinal problems also seemed to be a factor. 

For one participant, high sugar content in some of the items 
meant he skipped eating to ensure he kept his diabetes in 

The challenge opened participants eyes to what those who 
use food banks every day have to go through. 

What the Put Food in the Budget initiative wants to see 
happen is a $100 increase in social assistance programs so 
people can buy fresh fruit and produce. 

We think the provincial government needs to pony up that 
$100. While it may claim it doesn’t have the funding to meet 
the increase, it would actually help in the end. 

A poor diet can lead to all sorts of health problems, 
especially with those already have problems. And with 
childhood obesity rates increasing, fresh fruit and produce 
could help cut that down. 

Increased health problems mean more people access the 
provincial health care system, which is strained as it is, and 
drive costs up. 

If people were healthier, costs associated with health care 
would more than likely decrease.

Last year 
I appeared as a delegate before the 
last Wainfleet council to request they 
consider a motion to ask the province 
to impose a moratorium on any further 
turbines until investigations were com¬ 
pleted into the potential negative health 
effects associated with turbines. Council 
received that delegation then elected 
to invite wind energy companies to 
respond at the next council meeting. 


Mr. Rankin was one who did appear 
and respond, and just as John Andrews 
of IPC Energy, at the recent council 
meeting, refused to respond to any 
concerns I expressed and just dismissed 
them as “junk science.” 

Pretty much what his young represen¬ 
tative did last Saturday morning. 

I think at that first delegate appear¬ 
ance there were around 40 municipali¬ 
ties asking for moratoriums. Once Mr. 
Rankin had appeared the then council 
refused to show any more interest. 

Second time around, and now with 73 
municipalities asking for a moratorium, 
and a new township council elected on 
a promise of more community involve-
